AXMINSTER 

Mum campaigns 
for county action 

AN AXMINSTER woman has triggered the next 
phase of her road safety campaign after a planning 
application was delayed. 

Devon County Council says the project is still in line 
with the timetable, but Clair Lawrence is not con¬ 
vinced. 

Clair says that people approaching Stoney Lane via 
the footpath running alongside Axe Valley Commu¬ 
nity College's sports field risk being hit by cars when 
checking if it is safe to cross. 

She says she has had two close calls herself when 
taking her son to Axminster Primary School. 

Devon County Council has confirmed that the plan 
is to remove part of the hedge along Stoney Lane and 
create a footpath. 

Clair launched a petition for a temporary lollipop 
person last autumn, and attracted 256 signatures. 

The petition was apparently lost or mislaid by offi¬ 
cials in County Hall, but Claire kept on campaigning. 

A lollipop person never materialised despite money 
for infrastructure being found and the search for a 
volunteer having a promising start. 

Clair’s second petition was for a definite footpath 
completion date, which amassed 265 signatures. 

It also generated a letter, dated March 14th, from a 
County Hall highways officer, saying: “I am able to 
confirm that a planning application for the scheme 
is being prepared for submission in April 2012.” 

SEATON 

Portas fund bid 

SEATON has applied for £99,000 of what is known as 
Portas money from the government. 

If successful, the money will be used to help revi¬ 
talise the High Street and support local businesses. 

The Minister for Local Government, Grant Shapps, 
announced that towns across the UK could bid to be¬ 
come ‘Portas Pilot Towns’ in February. 

A total of 12 towns are set to receive a share of 
Elmillion, as well as the support of the minister, 
Whitehall and retail adviser Mary Portas, who car¬ 
ried out a review into the future of the nation’s high 
street for the Government last year. 

The successful applicants will be announced at the 
end of this month.

The honour was bestowed on former parish council 
chairman John Wells at a special gathering of friends and 
community representatives at the Mariner’s Hall on Sat¬ 
urday evening. 

Mr Wells, who served as parish council chairman for 
ten years, received an inscribed citation and a goblet 
made from Beer stone with a piece of Beer flint in the top 
from Beer Quarry Caves, made by Mr John Scott. 

Mr Wells’ successor as parish council chairman, Coun¬ 
cillor Martin Richards, told the gathering that the council 
had created the position of Freeman to recognise out¬ 
standing service to the community, but it was not just for 
those who served on the council and would not necessar¬ 
ily be presented every year. 

He said Mr Wells had been a hard act to follow and it 
was nice to bestow the honour on someone who had 
worked so hard and to such an high standard for the vil¬ 
lage. 

Council vice-chairmn John Brewer, told the gathering 
that Mr Wells was born in Bradford-on-Avon in Wilts hi re 
but had an early introduction to Beer as a child on family 
holidays. In a tribute to Mr Wells he said: “In the early 
1970s John moved to Beer but continued to regularly 
commute to London where he retained business interests 
in the motor industry. Always impressed by the friendli¬ 
ness of the local community and the natural beauty of the 
area, John was living permanently in Beer by the mid 
1970s. 

“Once established within the local community, John 
played an active part in many local organisations, notably 
as a Trustee of Beer Heritage Group, as a keen fundraiser 
for the Beer branch of the Royal National Lifeboat Insti¬ 
tution and as a staunch supporter of the annual Beer Re¬ 
gatta. 

“Over the years, John has also been very involved with 
the Christmas Lights Forum in Beer, helping to co-ordi¬ 
nate the distribution of Christmas trees for the illumina¬ 
tion of Fore Street and supporting the village to achieve 
a truly awe inspiring spectacle during the festive season. 

“In the early 1990s, John became actively involved in 
local politics and commenced his 15 year’s service as a 
parish councillor.

She did not wish to say exactly 
what the union aims to achieve dur¬ 
ing the meeting tomorrow but said 
the fact that the meeting would take 
place was “a step forward”. 

Prior to the meeting, Axminster 
Carpets issued a statement through 
Samantha Mickleburgh, who is the 
director of customer services and 
human resources, saying: “As men¬ 
tioned previously, Axminster Car¬ 
pets has a strong history of 
negotiating, informing and meeting 
directly with its employees over the 
past 75 years and it is our intention 
to continue and further improve on 


this. We firmly believe that the in¬ 
volvement of the union has been 
brought about directly as a result of 
the recent requirement for short-time 
working. 

“Furthermore, we believe that a 
move towards formal recognition 
and subsequent collective agreement 
negotiation is not what the majority 
of our employees wish to pursue.” 

She also confirmed that members 
of the company’s executive main 
board have volunteered to take 
“meaningful” pay reductions to help 
share the pain of some of the tough 
decisions being made. 

Lorraine Gaskell has previously 
described Community’s member¬ 
ship at Axminster Carpets as “signif¬ 
icant”, but has not revealed an exact 
figure. 

She said, however, that the wish of 
the workforce will be assessed inde¬ 
pendently by the Central Arbitration 
Committee.

Portas money 
for Seaton ? 


SEATON has applied for 
£99,000 of what is known as Por¬ 
tas money from the government. 

If successful, the money will be 
used to help revitalise the High 
Street and support local busi¬ 
nesses. 

The Minister for Local Govern¬ 
ment, Grant Shapps, announced 
that towns across the UK could 
bid to become ‘Portas Pilot 
Towns’ in February. A total of 12 
towns are set to receive a share of 
£1 million, as well as the support 
of the minister, Whitehall and re¬ 
tail adviser Mary Portas, who 
carried out a review into the fu¬ 
ture of the nation’s high street for 
the Government last year. 

A statement circulated by town 
councillor Heather Sanham de¬ 
scribed how the application came 
to fruition, saying: “Seaton Town 
Council agreed to contract Heidi 
Hallam, the business develop¬ 
ment officer who has been work¬ 
ing in Seaton since January with 
the chamber of commerce and 
East Devon District Council 
(EDDC). 

“In true Seaton fashion, the 
community pulled together and 
in less than a month they had 
drawn up their bid and put their 
video on YouTube. 

Heidi said: “There is a real 
buzz in the town and we now 
need to build on this work. Peo¬ 
ple want to know more about our 
application and how Seaton is 
going to develop its own “town 
team”, a key feature from the 
Portas Review.” 

It was unanimously agreed that 
the focus of the bid should be 
Seaton’s unique natural heritage 
and the opportunities that this 
could create to enhance the visi¬ 
tor experience and increase foot¬ 
fall in the town centre. 

Councillor Gaynor Sedgwick 
said: “The response from the 
community and businesses was 
amazing with letters of support 
for the application from our MP, 
shops and businesses, develop¬ 
ers, landlords and community 
groups. 

“The town council would like

Site not ideal but best 
there is, says chairman 


■ I WRITE as chair of Honiton Town 
Council’s Community Complex 
Project Group about the main 
objections voiced against the 
establishment of the complex: 
location and finance. 

After exhaustive searches, the Dowell 
Street site is the only one that’s both 
available and acquirable at little or no 
cost. 

It isn’t ideal - but it’s much better 
than nearly all the other options. If we 
let this opportunity pass us by, we 


could lose over £800,000 EDDC are 
holding for us specifically for a com¬ 
munity centre - plus the value of the 
Dowell Street site. 

Interest rates now are very low; so we 
can borrow cheaply at a fixed rate. If 
we have to wait another year or more 
to acquire another site,we’ll almost cer¬ 
tainly be faced with higher interest 
rates as well as significant additional 
outlay on another site. 

The project’s business plan has been 
scrutinised by our own advisers, inde¬ 


pendent business consultants, EDDC 
officers and members, and the Govern¬ 
ment’s Public Works Loan Board. It’s 
been found to be financially sound, and 
it offers the prospect of generating a 
healthy surplus. 

The average Honiton Town Council 
charge within the council tax for each 
household is just over £40 a year. 

This is between £7.50 and £20 lower 
than in three other towns in East 
Devon, and also lower than in several 
villages. 


We don’t have to increase Honiton’s 
charge on the counci ltax to help with 
either the construction or the running 
of the complex, and we don’t plan to. 

Even so, we’ll give preferential hiring 
rates to Honiton-based organisations 
and private parties, and ticket discounts 
to Honiton residents. 

I hope that with all that in mind Honi¬ 
ton council-tax payers will vote to 
move forward, rather than stand still.

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Swallows return 


THE swallows are back at last but there seems to be no 
regular pattern to their movements and while they dart in 
and out of the barn, the intervals are irregular with no 
pattern to their activity. 

I suspect that the appalling weather is behind their 
capricious to-ing and fro-ing with a lack of insect life the 
prime cause. However, a reader, Keith Styles who works 
in Seaton, tells me that on April 28th he spotted a swift 
coming in off the sea at Branscombe and this will be of 
interest to the RSPB and Blackdown Hills AONB who 
have joined forces once again to ask the public to let 
them have sightings of swifts, swallows and house 
martins. If you would like to co-operate go to 
www.blackdownhillsaonb.org.uk for links to the bird 
survey. 

Of interest, too, is the fact that my correspondent Keith 
Styles has just visited Seaton marsh for the first time and 
is enormously impressed with what he saw. It has, he 
writes, the potential to be the Minsmere of the South 
West. I heartily agree. 

He also spotted a speckled wood butterfly last week, 
flying I imagine on one of the few days when it has not 
been raining. One has to wonder how on earth butterflies 
survive during days of cold constant rain, yet last 
Wednesday, when the sun shone, male orange tips were 
fluttering round the fields and hedgerows, seeking mates 
and I even saw a common blue in the garden. 

One beneficiary of the rain has been my garden pond 
which is now brimming, much to the pleasure, I am sure, 
of the numerous smooth newts which can been seen 
doing whatever newts do and occasionally popping up to 
the surface for a gulp of air. 

Gradually, the newly re-lined pond is acquiring its own 
wildlife and water-side plants and lilies are beginning to 
transform the stark outline. 

A survey of garden ponds for wildlife this spring, 
undertaken by the Dorset Wildlife Trust, has highlighted 
the benefits to wildlife provided by pond-friendly 
gardeners. 

The survey covered six very different privately owned 
ponds in an area near Shaftesbury and revealed over 30 
species of wildlife, including newts, snails, freshwater 
shrimps and dragonfly and damselfly larvae, many of 
them having colonised the ponds without the knowledge 
of the owners. 

It was shown in the survey that the pond with the most 
species was the one with the greatest variety of plants in 
and around the water. These should, of course, be native 
plants. 

The organisers of the survey enjoin gardeners not to 
add fish to their ponds as these will destroy tadpoles, 
newt efts and other edible wildlife. Having previously 
had goldfish I know all too well the damage they can 
cause. However, a local heron solved the problem for 
me! 

The pond survey was part of the DWT’s Wildlife 
Friendly Garden Competition, sponsored by The 
Gardens Group, and which is open to all sizes of garden 
until May 18th. To enter your garden call 01305 264620. 

On the following day, May 19th, the same Trust is 
celebrating Upton Heath, which suffered so badly from 
a deliberately raised fire last year, by discovering the 
history of the rare heathland and the wide range of 
wildlife which lives there. 

The day will be devoted to the wildlife and also the 
people who made the heathlands so special over 
thousands of years. The day is free and the event takes 
place from 10am to 4pm. Visitors are asked to bring any 
photos relating to Upton Heath or to relate any stories 
which may be relevant to the area. Meet at Springdale 
Road car park, Corfe Mullen and for more information 
call 01202 692033.

There 
will be entertainment throughout the afternoon in the car 
park with the local Sidmouth Jazz Band, everyone will 
be able to tap their feet, or for those bold enough, get up 
and dance.

Moody skies and seas 
inspire Cobb paintings 


WORKING with hot wax, dilute dyes and lay¬ 
ers of different papers, artist Deborah Vallance 
held the members of Seaton and District Art 
Society riveted with her demonstration of cre¬ 
ating paper batik collage pictures. 

She amused and astonished them in turn, 
working quickly with wax and procion dyes 
applied to Japanese paper layered over pre¬ 
mium acid-free tissue paper and newsprint - 
all of which would be later incorporated into 
a stunning painting of an amaryllis. 

Her audience gasped when she suddenly 
scrunched the whole lot up tightly to wrinkle 
up the paper and break up the surface of the 
wax - before smoothing it out again and later 
ironing over it to ease the layers apart. 

While she worked she told them that this 
method helps you to find your own creative 
voice. As she used the many sheets of tissue 


and newsprint to create the collage, she taught 
about the equipment and advised on possible 
snags. 

The work is finished with gutta and sealed 
with watered-down pva glue which means it 
does not have to be put under glass. 

Members cheered when chairman Fred Slat- 
ter expressed everyone’s delight. 

Members were urged to collect their 
newsletters and details about the Pecorama ex¬ 
hibition by the society - which was held at the 
end of April when the magnificent gardens are 
open free to the public. 

At the next meeting the society will enjoy 
learning about knife painting in acrylics from 
Cornish artist Michael Sanders. 

Visitors and prospective new members are 
always welcome. Meeting are held at the 
Methodist Church Hall, Valley View, Seaton. 


DAVID Beckers from Lyme Regis gave the 
Axminster Art Society’s April demonstra¬ 
tion at Musbury Village Hall. 

David Beckers’ familiarity with the vast 
skies and moods of the sea and strength of 
the old Cobb are apparent in his paintings. 

He paints this seascape so that you not 
only see it but feel the wind swirling in the 
clouds and note the light breaking through 
to flood the sea and beach, lighting up the 
different colours. His Cobb stands solid 
but the direction of the brush strokes he 
uses give three dimensional textures and 
tones indicating curves and shadows. 

He uses a pallet knife to sculpture and 
give strength to the rocks. In his demon¬ 
stration David gave us insights and direc¬ 
tions on how to get these effects with 


different sized and shaped brushes and 
stroke applications. When to blend the still 
wet oils in the sky with a very soft brush to 
give movement and translucency and when 
to stop so that the drama is not lost. 

He uses a restricted number of basic 
colours which he mixes both on the palate 
and on the canvas and warned that mixing 
too many colours together muddies the ef¬ 
fect. He prepared his canvas with a pink 
wash which he uses in the first under paint¬ 
ing to give warmth, colour and tone that 
changes as the painting develops. 

The picture is painted in at least three 
stages adding more paint and colour and 
waiting some time for the paint to dry so 
that he can note the additions and changes 
he wants to make. Advice was given on the 


use of paint mixing mediums to achieve 
special effects and influence drying times. 

He also demonstrated the invaluable 
technique of “brush ruling” where the fer¬ 
rule is steadied on a ruler but the brush 
hairs can be directed to give a loose or fine 
straight movement. 

He emphasised the directions and spacing 
of lines in the composition of the painting. 
Details on The Cobb and beach were just 
distinct enough to let the viewer’s eye and 
brain fill them in, giving distance. 

Members leamt a great deal and are look¬ 
ing forward to applying them in David’s 
May workshop. 

The next demonstration, on Wednesday, 
May 16th at 2:15 pm in Musbury Hall, is 
by Sian Dudley on flowers in watercolour.

Tony talks on 
treasure ships 


AT the March meeting of the Axmin¬ 
ster Phoenix Ladies Club, guest 
speaker Tony Simpson, a retired lec¬ 
turer, gave an informative talk on the 
Treasure Ships of China,100 of 
which set sail in 1421 under the pa¬ 
tronage of Emperor Zhu Di, one of 
the emperors of the Ming Dynasty. 

Recalling Gavin Menzies’ book en¬ 
titled 1421, Tony explained how 
China was keen to undertake voy¬ 
ages of discovery and to share its 
knowledge with other countries. 

Some of the treasure ships reached 
the Indian Ocean, Africa and reput¬ 
edly, Australia and New Zealand but 
many were lost with all hands, in¬ 
cluding the concubines who enter¬ 
tained the crew. 

An ostrich, giraffe and zebra were 
shipped back to China but there was 
no evidence of an elephant suffering 
the same fate. 

However, as China used ivory ex¬ 
tensively, and still does to this day, 
no doubt one did eventually make it 
to the emperor’s private zoo in the 
Forbidden City. 


Members were fascinated to learn 
that China’s expertise with science 
and inventions predated Jesus’s birth 
by between 500 and 1,000 years. 

Items included the magnetic com¬ 
pass, paper, the first clock and wood¬ 
block printing (600 years before 
Caxton) and books; the emperor’s li¬ 
brary housed 2,000 books as op¬ 
posed to 12 in Henry VIII’s library. 

Zhu Di was very keen to explore 
and advance China’s knowledge in 
all spheres and was one of the few 
countries who did not colonise by 
force. 

Some of their artefacts have been 
found in east Africa and off the Aus¬ 
tralian coast and they were reputed 
to have founded a settlement in north 
America. 

Following destruction of the For¬ 
bidden City by forces of nature and 
the emperor’s eventual demise, treas¬ 
ure ships which returned, and many 
did not, were left to rot in Chinese 
harbours.

Mr Short remembers 
that the All Saints head¬ 
master, Major Batten, 
was right in the thick of 
the battle with his offi¬ 


cer’s revolver, firing off 
blanks at the enemy 
from the next village. 

Major Batten was a 
First World War vet¬ 
eran and is pictured in 
the centre of the front 
row of the photograph. 

Other First World 
War veterans are in the 
picture, including Mr 
Short’s father (front 
row, fourth from the 
right). 

Mr Short writes: 


“Major Batten was a 
good headmaster and 
made us boys very keen 
on vegetable gardening 
as it was war time. We 
had a school garden 
and most of us grew 
vegetables at home as 
well.” 

Mr Short adds that 
Major Batten only used 
the cane on rare occa¬ 
sions but “the threat 
was always there”. 

Mr Short has in his- 


possession a number of 
Home Guard patrol log 
books from 1940-41 con¬ 
taining the names of 
many local people. 

He lists the names of 
those in the photograph 
(with apologies to those 
who are missing). They 
included: J. Apsey, D.

O NE of the great pleas¬ 
ures of my job, travel¬ 
ling around the local 
towns and villages covering 
events, is to see at first hand 
just how much voluntary 
work goes into the commu¬ 
nity life of East Devon.

decades. 

Beer is one of those tight- 
knit communities where the 
whole village pulls together 
and John has been at the fore¬ 
front of village life in many ca¬ 
pacities since moving to East 
Devon from London. 

His parish council chairman 
successor, Martin Richards, 


explained that the position of 
Freeman was not just open to 
councillors but to anyone 
who had served the village 
with distinction. The parish 
council would not necessar¬ 
ily be offering the honour on 
a yearly basis, but as and 
when a deserved nomination 
was received. 

It would be difficult to think 
of a more worthy recipient 
than John Wells for the first 
person to be chosen as a 
Freeman of Beer. 

When you are made a Free¬ 
man of the City of London 
you are able to drive your 
sheep down Fleet Street. 

I’m not sure whether John 
get’s a similar privilege in 
Beer! 

John led the parish council 
with great dignity for a 


decade, including hosting a 
visit from the Princess Royal 
to open the affordable hous¬ 
ing at Short Furlong, and 
over the years has also been 
closely connected with the 
Beer Heritage Group, the RNLI 
and the annual Beer Regatta. 

He was also greatly in¬ 
volved with the organisation 
that set up the village’s 
Christmas lights scheme, the 
envy of many other commu¬ 
nities in East Devon. 

It’s never a chore going to 
Beer so I popped over to the 
Mariners Hall for Saturday’s 
ceremony where John re¬ 
ceived an inscribed citation 
and a unique Beer stone gob¬ 
let containing some Beer flint, 
from Beer Quarry Caves, 
made by John Scott.

hill climb Wiscombe Park 


WHILST the weather ravaged the south west, drivers at 
Saturday's first hill climb of the season at Wiscombe Park 
battled not only with the rain and high winds but also 
different levels of adhesion from the track following a 
total re-surface of the course.
